The 
make  are  tali  and  shapely,  while  the  Iodise 
are  generally  very  beautiful,  are  watt- 
formed, poorness  drltoaiely-molded  bands  and 
fast,  aud  the  nioei  beautiful  eyea  ef  ear  of 
the  human  family.

tears  which  stream  from  a  mother's  eyes 
have  often  wiped  away  the  stains  of  erring 
daughters'  siu.  In  Lmtin  countries  one 
tales  step  is  not  no  often  followed  by  a  pa¬ 
rent's  curse,  nor  the  door  abut  to  the  return 
of  one  who  has  in  the  eenseleee  parlaaee  ef
